In return old double-x brought 
his boss several American League 
records. He led the circuit in runs 
batted in at the end of the 1938 
season and was acknowledged as 
the league’s most valuable player. 
He pounded home runs—my how he 
pounded home runs—41 in 1936, 36 
in 1937, 50 in 1938, 35 in 1939 when 
he led the league, 36 in 1940 and 19 
this year. 

But 19 wasn’t enough so now the 
Sox have asked waivers. 

Grove preceded Foxx to Boston 
from the city of brotherly love by 
two years. He cost around $125,000 
—if you exclude the four players who 
figured in the deal, but he never 
paid off like old double-x. 

In his last six years with the Ath- 
letics, he won 152 games while los- 
ing only 41 for the most remarkable 
averages ever run up, but he could 
not carry on for the Sox.
